Fujiwara suggests joint 
inquiry on Netaji 

Calcutta, March 19 (XJNI) — Lt.-Gen. Fujiwara, retir- 
ed Japanese General who worked as a liaison officer with 
the Indian National Army during World War H, suggest- 
ed here yesterday the Governments of India and Japan 
hold a joint inquiry to resolve the mystery of the death 
of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. 

He gave an assurance of fullest 
co-operation from the people of 
Japan for holding the inquiry 
which would "end all controversy 
about Netaji’s death once and for 
all" 

Gen Fujiwara, who has com t 
here to present a sword of Subhas 
Chandra Bose to Netaji Museum, 
was replying to correspondents* 
questions on Netaji’s death m a 
reported plane crash in Taipeh in 
August 1945. 

He said there was a plane crash 
In Taipeh on Aug. 19* 1945* in 
which several Japanese generals 
were Involved. The news of the 
crash was immediately and briefly 
announced by the Imperial Army 
Headquarters of Japan. 

The General said that he knew 
then the Government of Japan 
was transporting Netaji from 
Singapore to Manchuria via Tai- 
peh, but he had no knowledge 
whether Netaji was Involved in 
the crash. 

He said the announcement of 
the Imperial Headquarters on the 
crash was very brief. 

Asked about the reason for 
such a brief announcement, he 
said it was mainly due to the 
"terrible confusion prevailing at 
that time after the Immediate sur- 
render of Japan," 

Bequest accepted 

The General said that as Japan’s 
surrender became Imminent, 

Netaji sent a request to the Gov- 
ernment of Japan to take him to 
Manchuria so that he could reach 
the USSR and launch a fresh 
struggle for India's Independence, 

The Government of Japan 
readily agreed to Netajfs request. 

Netaji left Singapore on Aug. 15 
(three days before the Taipeh 
crash) on way to Manchuria via 
Bangkok, Saigon and Taipeh* he 
said, 

Gen Fujiwara said that afte! 
the war, Japan wait put under 
Gen MacArthur’s rule and most 
of the senior army officers were 
held in prison so that there was 
great difficulty in getting correct 
information* 

Gen Fujiwara paid glowing tri- 
bute to Netaji whom he described 
as a "born with a strong person- 
ality and determination and full 
of love and wisdom*" 

He said he had been associated 
with many freedom fighters of 
India in Southeast Asia and espe- 
cially with the India Independence 
League, long before the IN A was 
formed.

Since the Shah Nawaz Committee Report was published 
in 1956, demands have been made both in Parliament and 
elsewhere on several occasions that another Enquiry Committee 
be appointed. The suggestion for this was due to the fact 
that one of the members, Shri Surest! Chandra Bose, the 
brother of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose, did not agree with 
the findings and submitted a dissentient report. The 
Government of India, however, have consistently taken the 
position that neither the dissentient report nor the evidence . 
which Shri Bose had referred justified the view that the 
findings of the Commission required revision, and have, 
therefore, refused to order another enquiry. The last time 
such a request was made was in 1966 when press reports from 
Formosa suggesting that the Nationalist Chinese Government 
have set up a Committee provoked a Parliamentary Question 
on /ugust 2, 1966, from Shri Chitta Dasu. At that time, the 
Foreign Minister repeated that "it has been stated several 
times in Parliament that the Government of India have 
accepted the findings of the Netaji Enquiry Committee headed 
by Shri Shah Nawaz Khan". The present Short Notice Question 
has been provoked by the statement of Lt. General (Retired) 
Iwaiehi Fuji war a, a Japanese army officer, who is now in 
India to present the sword which he claimed to have discovered 
in a curio shop in Tokyo. Lt. General Fujiwara in a press 
conference on Sunday was reported to have said that the 
Governments of India and Japan should hold a joint enquiry 
to resolve the mystery of the death of Netaji Subhash Chandra 
Bose. Unfortunately, however, no press report makes it clear 
what reasons the General has for doubting the accepted 
evidence of the Shah Nawaz Commission that Netaji Subhash 
Chandra Bose met his death in an air crash at Taihoku on 
18th August, 1945. Without knowing more about General Fuji- 
wara's reasons, lt would not be proper on our part to agree 
to change the attitude which we have been taking for such a 
long time. Unless General Fujiwara brings forward concrete 
evidence to justify his demand, it does not seem necessary 
for us to change the present position. Even if General Fuji- 
wara is able to convince the Government of India that there 
are grounds for re-opening the question and that there are 
mysterious aspects of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose's death, 
Government will still have to conduct diplomatic conversations 
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with the Government of Japan before any decision is reached. 
In this connection it may be mentioned that General Fuji- 
wara's coming to India and his presentation of the sword to 
the Netaji Museum in Calcutta have all been done on his 
private initiative and that the Government of Japan have not 
taken any official interest in the matter. It is also 
pertinent to point out that General Fujiwara does not seem 
to have come forward as a witness before the Shah Nawaz 
Enquiry Committee and has also been silent on the subject 
so long. We do not know, therefore, whether at this moment 
he is merely playing to the gallery or whether he is making 
a serious suggestion. The question of forming an Indo- 
Japanese Enquiry Committee would, therefore, depend on two 
pre-conditions : (a) bringing forward new evidence either 
by Lt. General Fujiwara or the Netaji Research Bureau which 
would justify the appointment of a new enquiry team; and 
(b) negotiations with the Japanese Government for a joint 
enquiry. 

For the immediate present we could continue to 
maintain that the Japanese General's statement does not 
contain anything new and that a new enquiry is not called 
for. However, in view of the fact that the Forward Bloc 
is now represented in the West Bengal Government and this 
is a subject on which several opposition Members in the 
Lok Sabha might have strong views, we might have to face 
a campaign to revise the decision.

General Fujiwara has not 
come forward with any new 
facts. 
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In response to the public demand that all the 
facts delating to the last stages of Netaji' s life 
should be enquired into and made known, an Enquiry 
Committee was appointed by the Government of India in 
April, 1956. The Committee consisted of Shri Shah Nawaz 
Khan, Shri Suresh Chandra Bose, (elder brother of Netaji) 
and Shri S„N. Maitra, Chief Commissioner of Andaman and. 
Nicobar Islands. The report of this Committee which 
was signed by Shri Shah Nawaz Khan and Shri S.N, Maitra, 
was released for publication in Se ptember, 195 6. The 
Government of India accepted the report. The third 

member, namely, Shri Suresh Chandra Bose did not sign

the report. Later on he submitted a separate report 
dissenting from the findings of the majority report. 

After laying a copy of this report on the Table of the 
House on 11.9.1956, the late Prime Minister, Shri Jawahar

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Lai Nehru, made a statement in the Lok Sabha in which 
he said inter alia that Government felt that the evidence

adduced in the report was practically overwhelming and 
1 should be accepted. The conclusion reached by the 
Enquiry Committee was that Netaji met his death as a result 
of an air crash at faihoku airfield in Formosa on august 
IB, 1945 and that his ashes are now at the Renkoji 
Temple in Tokyo} 

2. Since the Shah Nawaz Committee Report was published, 
demands have been made both in Parliament and 
elsewhere on several occasions that another Enquiry Committee 
be appointed. The suggestion for this was due to the fact 
that one of the members, Shri ’Suresh Chandra Bose, the 
brother of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose, did not agree with 
the findings and submitted a dissentient report. T^e 

Government of India, however, have consistently taken the

position that neither the dissentient report nor the evidence 
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■which Shri Bose had referred justified the view that the 
findings of the Commission’ required revision, and have, 


therefore, refused to order another enquiry. The last time 
such a request was made was in 1965 when press reports from 
Formosa suggesting that the Nationalist Chinese Government 
have set up a Committee provoked a Parliamentary Question 

on august 2, 1966, from shri Chitta Basu. At that time, the

Foreign Minister repeated that "it has been stated several 
times in Parliament that the Government of India have 
accepted the findings of the Netaji Enquiry Committee headed 


by Shri Shah Nawaz Khan". The present Question has been

evidence of the Shah Nawaz Commission that Netaji Subhash 
Chandra Bose met his death in an air crash at laihoku on 
18th august, 1945. Without knowing more about General Fuji- ‘ 
wars' s reasons, it would not be proper on our part to agree 
to change the attitude which we have been taking for such a 
long time. Unless General Fujiwara brings forward, concrete 
evidence to justify his demand, it does not seem necessary 
for us to change the present position. Even if General Fuji- 
wara is able to convince the Government of India that there 
are grounds for re-opening the question and that there are 
ihysterious aspects of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose's death, 
Government will still have to conduct diplomatic conversations 
with the Government of Japan before any decision is reached. 

In this connection it may be mentioned that General Fujivarats 
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coming to Xndia and his presentation of the sword to 
the Netaji Museum in Calcutta have all been done on his 
private initiative and that the Government of Japan have not 
' taken any official interest in the matter. It is also 
pertinent to point out that General Fujiwara does not seem 
to have come forward, as a witness before the 3hah Nawaz 
Enquiry Committee and has also been silent on the 
subject so long, we do not know, therefore, whether at this 
moment he is merely playing to the gallery or whether he is 
making a serious suggestion. The question of forming an 
Indo-Japanese Enquiry Committee wou^d, therefore , depend on two 
pre-conditions ! (a) bringing forward new evidence either 
by Lt. General Fujiwara or the Netaji Research 3ureau which 
would justify the appointment of a new enquiry team; and 
(b) negotiations with the Japanese Government for a joint 
enquiry. 

For the immediate . present we could continue to 
maintain that the Japanese General's statement does not 
contain anything new and that a new enquiry is not called 
for.
